The city of Eariinjjton has been divided into four Fire Dis- 
tricts, known as nambersone, two, three and four. These districts 
are formed by the two natural physical diyiding lines,— Maift 
Street and the L. A N. R. R. 

Fire District No. 1 comprises all that territory North of Main 
St., and West of tbe R. R., e. g. the Oity Hall, Roand House, F.. 
B. ArnoM't retldeooe, Pamp Hoate, ete. ate., are in bittriot 
No. 1. 

Fire District 2.. comprises all that territory North of Main St,, 
and East of the R. R.; (e. g. tbe tit. Bernard Store, Barnes, €ow- 
and dk Go., P. H. Whaleni retideoee. Maaonio Temple. "Logtowi'* 
etc. etc., are in Diatriot No. S. 

Fire District 3., comprises all that territory Sooth of Maia 
Sr., and West of the R. R., (e. g. the Post Office, Goodloe's 
restaurant, Ghai. Ooweli's residence^ Mrs. Harriet Browning's res- 
idence, Bsq. Jas. Priett'a retidanee, etc. eto.» are in District Mo. 8. 

Fire District 4, comprises all that territory South of Main 
St., and £astof the R. R., (e. g. the Peoples Bank, Victory Build 
inif, 0. M. Henry's residence. Catholic Ohnrob, New Methodist 
Ohurch, etc. etc., are in District No. 4. 

Each telephone subscriber in these Districts has been furnish 
ed with a card showing the number of Fire District in whi|:h each 
phone is situated, — these cards directing that, in case of fire, Oen- 
tral Telephone Siohanffa be informed of Diatriot Number and 
name of house "on fire." Tbe Oontrai operator frill in tarn notify 
L. & N. Round House, which will give the alarm. 

Tbe Round Hpnse whistle will io the future give the official 
alarm, and thii alarm onoaitt of a series of sliori blaita followed by 
one, two, thraa or four long ones, according to the district iii 
which fire is located, — these lon^ blasts' indicafing the district. 
This alarm will be repeated as !>eem8 necessary. Tbe.L- db,N. loco- 
motitrea willaot give feha alarm nntess an. engineer or trainmen 
should first discover a fire (i, e. should see it before the regular 
alarm had been given) — or, in the event the regular Round ^ome 
alarm should fail to arouse the fire Department at night. ■■ ,

This establish 
meat also produces government bonds 
whenever there is a call for such. In 
addttloa. poataga atamps are manu- 
ibetwd ttacB la vast quantities, re- 
cently at tba rate of 30,000.000 a day 
or about 10,000,000,000 per year. This 
aggregate bids fair to Increase annnal- 
ly and In time to reach huge propor- 
tions.'
